Vie Donahey today rec­ 
ommended the adoption of an 
amendment to the Ohio consti­ 
tution providing for referen­ 
dums on laws authorizing state 
tax levies. 
— 
The governor's recommen­ 
dation featured 
lative message, sent today to 
the present session of the Ohio 
legislature. 
Urges More and Safer Highways. 
In his latest message, the governor, 
also, endorsed legislation increasing 
corporation 
franchise, 
or 
excise, 
taxes; providing for more extensive 
and safer highways; revising the elec­ 
tion laws; restricting the indiscrimi­ 
nate sale of revolvers and like weap­ 
ons of violence; providing varying de­ 
grees of robbery and grades of punish­ 
ment to fit the crime; authorizing the 
state director of education to super­ 
vise educational activities in all state 
institutions, and recommended statu­ 
tory enactments dealing with various 
other subjects. 
Governor Donahey expressed his 
willingness to cooperate with the leg­ 
islators in a retrenchment program— 
no matter how drastic it might be— 
and promised to sign any bill, design­ 
ed to accomplish that result, as soon 
as it reached him. 
The governor, in his message, also 
replied to the joint communication re­ 
cently sent him by legislative leaders 
asking Donahey to tell them how much 
of the state funds appropriated by the 
legislature two years ago remained 
unexpended. 
$30,000,000 Available. 
Donahey stated that about $.70,000.- 
OOO of the approximately $66,000,000 
appropriated bv the last legislature for 
departments under his control has not 
yet been spent. He declared, however, 
that such balances as will be availa­ 
ble at the end of the present fiscal 
year—June 30, next—will not ald in 
relieving the state’s financial distress 
nor help avert the threatened huge 
deficit in the state treasury. 
Asserting that “the first duty of 
government is to help those least-ab’e 
to help themselves," the governor an­ 
nounced that about $18,000,000 of the 
approximately $30,000,000 
was 
set 
aside for the department of public 
welfare and that none of the expendi­ 
tures for which the money was appro 
priated would be curtailed at his dJ 
rection. 
Governor 
Donahey recommended 
that fees, required by state laws, paid 
by public utilities, insurance comps 
nies and other business and industrial 
concerns, be paid into the state’s gen­ 
eral revenue fund and that expenses 
Incurred by various state departments, 
instead of being defrayed direct ny 
these fees, be met through legislative 
appropriations from the general reve­ 
nue fund.

Public Pays Higher Taxi 
Fares Under New Ordinance 


Licensing Measure Per­ 
mits Boost From 25 to 
35 Cents for First One- 
third of Mile. 


East Liverpool taxicab patrons to­ 
day are paying higher fares, as a re­ 
sult of a. recently enacted councll- 
manlc ordinance which was approved 
by Mayor Ralph C. Benedum. 
The minimum rate has been boosted 
from 25 Jo 35 cents for the first one- 
third of a mile under the licensing reg­ 
ulations. 
The new tariff Increases the cost 


for the first mile to 55 cents. There Is 
no change in the charge of IO cents 
for each one-third of a mile after the 
first. The increase, operators point 
out, is IO cents a trip. 
The ordinance requires operators to 
post a $10,000 liability bond and a 
$1,000 personal property bond and to 
pay a $10 license for each car. This 
insurance, one operator said, costs 
$200 per year. 
The McLain-Yellow Cab company 
paid the license fee of five taxicabs 
yesterday, the insurance and licenses 
costing $1,500. The Green Cab com­ 
pany has taken oat

which at the same rate, cost $420, in 
eluding insurance.

East Liverpool taxicab patrons to 
day are paying higher fares, as a re­ 
sult of a recently 
enacted 
council- 
manic ordinance which was approved 
by Mayor Ralph C. Benedum. 
The minimum rate has been boosted 
from 25 to 35 cents for the first ono- 
thlrd of a mile under the licensing reg­ 
ulations. 
The new tariff increases the cost 


for the first mile to 55 cents. There is 
no change in the charge of IO cents 
for each one third of a mile after tile 
first. 
The increase, 
operators point 
out, is IO cents a trip. 
The ordinance requires operators to 
post a 110,000 liability bond and a 
• 1,000 personal property bond and to 
pay a $10 license for each car. This 
insurance, one operator said, costs 
$200 per year. 
The McLain-Yellow Cab company 
paid the license fee of five taxicabs 
yesterday, the Insurance and licenses 
costing $1,500. Tho Green Cab com­ 
pany has taken out 
two 
licenses, 
which at the same rate, cost $420, in 
eluding insurance.

COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 2.— 
Gov. Vie Donahey today rec­ 
ommended the adoption of an 
amendment to tho Ohio consti­ 
tution providing for referen­ 
dums on laws authorizing state 
tax levies. 
— 
The governor's recommen­ 
dation featured ffflNKfPr iegis- 
lative message, sent today to 
the present session of the Ohio 
legislature. 
Urges More and Safer Highways. 
In his latest message, the governor, 
also, endorsed legislation Increasing 
corporation 
franchise, 
or 
excise, 
taxes; providing for more extensive 
and safer highways; revising the elec­ 
tion laws; restricting the indiscrimi­ 
nate sale of revolvers and like weap­ 
ons of violence; providing varying de­ 
grees of robbery and grades of punish­ 
ment to fit the crime; authorizing the 
state director of education to super­ 
vise educational activities in all state 
institutions, and recommended statu­ 
tory enactments dealing with various 
other subjects. 
Governor Donahey expressed his 
willingness to cooperate with the leg­ 
islators In a retrenchment program— 
no m atter how drastic it might be— 
and promised to sign any bill, design­ 
ed to accomplish that* result, as soon 
as It reached him. 
The governor, in his message, also 
replied to the joint communication re­ 
cently sent him by legislative leaders 
asking Donahey to tell them how much 
of the state funds appropriated by the 
legislature two years ago remained 
unexpended. 
$30,000,000 A v a ila b le . 
Donahey stated t hat about $30,000.- 
000 of the approximately $66,000,000 
appropriated bv the last legislature for 
departments under his control has not 
yet been spent. Ile declared, however, 
that such balances as will be availa­ 
ble at the end of the present fiscal 
year—June 30, next—will not aid in 
relieving the state’s flnanrial distress 
nor help avert the threatened huge 
deficit In the state treasury. 
Asserting that “the first duty of 
government Is to help those least ab’e 
to help themselves,” the governor an- 
nountred that about $18 000,000 of the 
approximately $30,000,000 
was 
eel 
aside for the department of public 
welfare and that none of the expendi­ 
tures for which the money was appro 
printed would be curtailed at his d! 
rection. 
Governor 
Donahey recommended 
that fees, required by state laws, paid 
by public utilities, insurance compa 
nles and other business aud industrial 
concerns, be paid into the state’s gen­ 
eral revenue fund and that expenses 
Incurred by various state departments, 
instead of being defrayed direct ny 
these fees, be met through legislative 
appropriations from the general reve­ 
nue fund.

ANN ARBOR; 
Mich., 'Feb. 2.—A 
“firebug” today was believed respon­ 
sible for the fire* which destroyed the 
convalescent ward of the University 
General hospital 
and damn god the 
Jenuings House, 
nearby, last night. 
The loss is $15$,OOO. 
Between 50 and 60 patients, many 
of them on wheel cots which were 
slid to safety on chutes, were removed 
from the flaming structure just be­ 
fore 'the roof collapsed. No one was 
injured. 
In the midst of the light against 
the hospital fire, firemen were com­ 
pelled to divert their attention to the 
Jennings 
Hons* across the street. 
IM A had been filled with patients 
removed from the burning ward. 
University Officials Investigate. 
Billows of smoke were seen pouring 
out of the basement of the Jennings 
House. This fire was soon put under 
control. 
The origin of both fires is shroud­ 
ed in mystery. 
University and local 
officials were planning an investiga­ 
tion. 
Harley Haynes, director of the hos­ 
pital, today advanced the theory that 
these and other blazes at various uni­ 
versity hospital units may hsve been 
the work of a “firebug.” 
There were' fires at the natural 
science building two weeks ago and 
at the interne’s house five weeks ago. 
There have been several other fires 
with no great damage in recent years 
in the building housing the hospital 
convalescent ward.

Courtesy is the best policy in driving. Cleveland has just 
observed a motor courtesy week during which prizes were offered 
tor conspicuously courteous acts on the part of automobile drivers. 
Tho result is worth thinking about. 
During the week of courtesy there were only 18 motor acci­ 
dents of any sort, but three of which were serious and none fatal. 
During the corresponding week in 1926 that city suffered 74 acci­ 
dents, three of them fatal. 
One can’t held considering what wonders of safety would be 
achieved if the same effort toward courtesy were practiced on 
a national scale next summer during the height of the touring 
season—safety from minor accidents and safety from the costly

Those Oil Properties 
It appears that the extent of American oil interests involved 
in the controversy with Mexico is less than has been supposed. 
Two New York newspapers, the Evening Post and the World, 
have printed the first definite set of figures on this matter. The 
figures given have been gathered by George Barr Baker, who is 
well known as a trained investigator and who was Herbert Hoov­ 
er^ associate in European relief work during the war, They are 
said to be supported by independent inquiries of the papers pub­ 
lishing them, and are as follows: 
“There are approximately 28,500,000 acres of oil lands on 
which rights were acquired before May 1,1917. This is the total 
acreage about which there is any dispute. 
The rights to the 
acreage are held by 666 foreign oil companies. 
Of these 666 foreign oil companies, all but 22 have obeyed 
the law by applying for a ‘confirmatory concession.’ 
The 22 
companies which have thus far refused to obey the law claim 
rights on about 1,600,000 acres, less than 6 per cent of the total. 
“Of these 1,600,000 acres* 750,000 acres, .or over 46 per cent, 
ar# owned by a company in which Edward L. Doheny has a largo 
interest.’’

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Safety Through Courtesy 
Courtesy is the best policy in driving. Cleveland has just 
observed a motor courtesy week during which prizes were offered 
for conspicuously courteous acts on the part of automobile drivers. 
The result is worth thinking about. 
During the week of courtesy there were only 18 motor acci­ 
dents of any sort, but three of which were serious and none fatal. 
During the corresponding week in 1926 that city suffered 74 acci­ 
dents, three of them fatal. 
One can’t held considering what wonders of safety would he 
achieved if the same effort toward courtesy were practiced on 
a national scale next summer during the height of the touring 
season—safety from minor accidents and safety from Hie costly 
ones that take human life as well as property.

Battle Against Crime. 
"A crying need in society's battle 
agstinst crime,” said the governor, “is 
a more vigorous enforcement of the 
lav;:- r gainst carrying concealed weap­ 
ons.” Asser’: rg that there should he 
“a way to gauge the penalty to fit the 
crime,” he favored legislation defin­ 
ing degrees of robbery and fixing vary­ 
ing penalties to fit the grades. 
The 
governor endorsed the suggestion that 
“repenters.” guilty of major robberies, 
including looting hanks, stealing pay­ 
rolls, and committing robberies with 
revolvers, or other deadly weapons, 
be given life sentences. 
Recommendation was made by Gov­

Safety Through Courtesy 
Courtesy is the best policy in driving. Cleveland has just 
observed a motor courtesy week during which prizes were offered 
for conspicuously courteous acts on the part of automobile drivers. 
The result is worth thinking about. 
During the week of courtesy there were only 18 motor acci­ 
dents of any sort, but three of which were serious and none fatal. 
During the corresponding week in 1926 that city suffered 74 acci­ 
dents, three of them fatal. 
One can’t held considering what wonders of safety would be 
achieved if the same effort toward courtesy were practiced on 
a national scale next summer during the height of the touring 
season safety from minor accidents and safety from the costly 
one-" that take human life as well as property. 


Those Oil Properties 


It appears that the extent of Am erican oil interests involved 
in the controversy with Mexico is less than bas been supposed. 
Two N ew York newspapers, the E vening Post and the World, 
have printed the first definite set of figures on this m atter. The 
figures given have been gathered by George Barr Bilker, who is 
well known as a trained investigator and who was Herbert Hoov­ 
er's associate in European relief work during the war.

said to be supported by independent inquiries of the papers pub­ 
lishing them , and are as follow s: 
“There are approxim ately 28,560,OOO acres o f oil lands on 
which rights were acquired before May I, 1917. This is the total 
acreage about which there is any dispute. 
The rights to the 
acreage are held by 666 foreign oil companies. 
O f these 666 foreign oil com panies, ail but 22 have obeyed 
the law by applying for a 'confirm atory concession, 
companies which have thus far refused to obey the law claim 
rights on about I,GIX),OOO acres, le st than 6 per cent of tho total. 
“Of these 1,600,000 acres, 750,000 a cres,.or over 46 per cent, 
are owned by a company in which Edward L; Doheny has a large 
interest.”
